RIOT-When did Capitali$t Casualties form and what made you 

bother in the first place?When did you first get into 

HC/punk/noise?Which bands have inspired and influenced CC and 

who are you currently into? 

C.C-Capitalist Casualties started in November of 1986 in my 

parents garage in a shitwipe town called Rohnert Park.We were 

your basic bored suburban youths into stupid speed metal and 

death metal bands.We even dabbled in trying to get a death metal 
_ band together with this local rock Star idiot who used his lame ego 

to jerk us around,quitting on us every other month cuz "we were 

going nowhere"!We were heavily into thrash punk around this 

time,we played the first DRI LP and the first MDC LP 

constantly!!Finally we gave up on this ass-wipe and started a punk 

band!!We only had one line-up change and that was 4 years 

ago, when Mike joined the band.We’ve all been influenced by 

different bands.For me personally it was old Japanese and 

European HC bands like Gauze,Confuse, Funeral Oration, Discharge 

etc.,Uk peace punk bands(Rudimentary Peni,Crass,etc.),and of 

course old US HC.But,! feel some of the best bands are alive 

today.Current cool bands | dig are Unwise,Man Is 

The Bastard, Rupture, Hellnation,all Slap-A-Ham 

stuff,D.E.Z, Toxic 

Noise, Gaia, Ulcer, Unhinged, Voorhees, Selfish, fuck- 

| could go on forever! 

RIOT-Has there been any violence or excessively 

wild ‘dancing’ at any of your shows?How do you 

deal with this if it's happened?Should bands be 

more willing confront this bullshit in the HC 

scene?What do you reckon is the most effective 

response? 

C.C-Luckily violence has rarely happened at our 

shows.When violence does happen its usually 

confronted by the crowd.Punk gigs here are very 

self-supporting and ever since the Nazi skins were 

eradicated a few years back, trouble is non- 

existent.Only the occasional drunk tries to stir up 

shit.| have no problems with a "pit" or whatever. But 

punching and fighting is a different thing.We 

usually stop and say something,but as | said,| can’t 

remember it happening in the last year,and maybe 

3 times total.| think the best response for a band is 

to stop playing and verbally abuse the idiots.| also 

think it is the responsibility of the crowd to disperse 

any violent people from the gig.I’ve yet to see a 

band stand idly by without saying anything so | feel 

most bands,in the US,do confront these assholes. 


RIOT-A lot of your songs seem to have a pretty strong anti-drug 
stance yet you are clearly not some turdy SxE band.What's the 
crack? 
C.C-Well,we'’ve all had problems with drug abuse so our songs tend 
to be very negative about drugs.No,we’re not SxE.We don’t preach 
abstinence.We still use drugs/alcohol.Hard drug abuse is a dead 
end and I’ve seen it tear good people apart.We try to show the 
reality and hopelessness of drug abuse in our songs and let people 
make the choice. Unfortunately people face the choice only when 
they hit the bottom.Sometimes it’s too late by then. 
RIOT-How many tours of the U$A have you blokes done now?What 
states have you played in and who are the best bands you’ve been 
billed with?Give us an interesting or amusing ‘tour story’, preferably’ 
one involving alcohol and/or vomit. 
C.G-We toured with our friends The Dread around 2 years ago all 
across the United States.It was great fun!Everyone but 3 of us 
vomited.No real cool puke stories,though.

C.C-Well,first off Joe,we’re from Northern.Californial( Whoops!What 
the fuck am | on about then!--RIOT),about 1 hour from San 
Francisco Bay Area.Yeah,we all work.! work for a natural food 
production company.It’s alright.| keep busy with a record label/zine | 
do with my gal-friend Athena(she’s in The Dread) .Mike does odd 
jobs and tattoos.Matt’s got a job and a wife and kids! Shawn is 
looking for work as we speak!So,we’re all pretty busy! 

RIOT-What are the future plans (if any) of the band?When are you 
coming over for a European tour,you fuckers??How about Six 
Weeks, your zinefabel?What new stuff is planned or in the pipeline? 
C.C-We just plan on recording and putting out records.We have a 
split LP with Man !s The Bastard out in October ‘94 on Six 
Weeks(my label)and Eric Wood's records.We also have a split 7" 
w/MDC on Slap-A-Ham,too,in October.We hope to reach Europe 
someday but we'll definitely be going to Japan first, maybe in ‘95.On 
Six Weeks we plan another issue of the zine,and a split 7” w/Blanks 
77 and Submachine,and a 7" by Gaia(Japan)!!

RIOT-Right,the first great question:When did Bugeyed form?And 
why did you bother?Why did you get started?(--Long pause here!-- 
RIOT) 

MONKEY-I can’t remember. 

SARAH-Was it about 3 years ago? 

BRI-Probably longer than that. 

PIG-Probably about 4 years ago.We’re bothered because we like to 
bother.Cos we're a bothering band! (Laughter)We cause bother 
wherever we go!(Laughter) 

RIOT-So have you toured much or played many gigs so far? 
PIG-No. 

BRI-Not really. 

SARAH-We toured in Europe for a week. 

MONKEY-And odd gigs around here. § 

PIG-We’ve just done this tour with 

Power Of Idea.But usually we don’t 

do any gigs cos nobody likes 

us.(Laughter) 

RIOT-Oh,and you play here at the 1 

in 12 once a year as you were telling 

me before. 

PIG-Oh yeah,we play here once a 

year Cos we put it on!(Laughter) 

BRI-In Britain we don’t really do that 

many gigs unless it’s in Wigan or 

Bolton,they seem to ask us more 

than anyone else. 

SARAH-For some reason they like 

us. 

PIG-Lancashire! 

MONKEY-Lancashire like us and 

Yorkshire don't. 

RIOT-Did you tour with Econochrist 

last year, or was it just the one gig in 

Wigan? 

PIG-That was just one gig. 

BRI-And we got fed!! got a salad,and 

there was a dead beetle in the 

salad.(Laughter) 

MONKEY-Sean’s never fed us 

since! You complained! If you hadn't 

complained we’d have been fed 

every time we played there!(Laughter) 

PIG-Bri let the side down again!(Laughter)If you’d have just closed 
your eyes and eaten the beetle not thought about it...(Laughter) 
RIOT-So have you got any plans to tour much,or is nothing coming 
up? 

BRI-Monkey has.But that’s on his own,without us!(Laughter) 
SARAH-And | have.We’re all gonna be away,Monkey’s going away 
next week- 

MONKEY-Hopetully. 

SARAH-And I’m going away in January for like three weeks. 


PIG-But when everybody retums-well,’m pretty determined that 
we're gonna do a tour from fucking Scotland to like the other end of 
the country and back, just playing like really small places with like 
vocal P.A.s and shit,so there’s just no expenses apart from our 
petrol money,so we only need like 15 or 20 people to tum up,to 
keep afloat with the money and stuff. 

RIOT-And you're really determined to do ‘it? 

PIG-Yeah, yeah, it’s the only way. 

MONKEY-One of the problems has been that we've all been 
working except Pig,who’s been at college,so you can’t do gigs 
during the week that are more than an hour’s drive away,and then it 
like screws you up for work the next day and ail that.But maybe ina 
year’s time none of us will have jobs,so- 

SARAH-And we're not Postmen,apart 
from Bri.And you! 
RIOT-Oh yeah,me as well. 
MONKEY-We're a postal band! 
BRI-Comrade!(Laughter)Solidarity! 
RIOT-Only a week to go for me,though!l 
can’t wait to finish. (Laughter) 
PIG-Hey,! offered the Post Office my 
services,and they turned me 
down!(Laughter)They lost out!(Laughter) 
RIOT-They definitely did. 
BRI-Too clever. 
RIOT-Well if your tour comes by 
Shrewsbury | might try and put something 
on there,so long as you're prepared for 
nobody to turn up at all. 
PIG-Well that’s the thing,the way I’m 
thinking about it is doing a tour in such 
way that if a load of people turn up it’s a 
bonus, but if like 20 people turn up and 
they're into it and it’s done really on the 
cheap,we’re not gonna lose money. 
MONKEY-There’s places you never think 
about like Kirkcaldy,you get there and 
there’s alot of people and you get paid 
alot of money,and that'll pay for you to 
play other places...where you don’t get 
paid alot of money.(Laughter) 

BRI-It’s really good to play places that 
don’t usually get hardcore gigs,cos like you get loads of different 
people coming. 

PIG-And they're really keen,they’re eager,they’ve really come along 
to fucking rock,not to...- 

RIOT-If you managed to play in Shropshire,| mean people would 
probably turn up just because it’s a band playing- 

PIG-That's the kind of place we want. 

RIOT-Like Health Hazard played at this place in Telford,a real 
biker’s pub,and before they came on it was like Thin Lizzy and 
Metailica on the jukebox about six times- 


PIG-Our kind of place!The boys are back in town!(Laughter) 
RIOT-And someone came up to the band after they played and just 
didn’t get it,they thought they’d been playing the same song for 20 
minutes.(Laughter) 

BRI-I think that would be really good for Bugeyed,cos we’re nota 
typical hardcore band.Alot of people in Yorkshire and stuff don’t like 
us,we’re not very popular in the HC scene.It’s gonna be better for 
us to play places like that. 

PIG-Cos we're not gonna be playing to the usual cliques or 
anything. 

RIOT-That’s lead brilliantly into my next question- 

PIG-It’s telepathy.(Laughter) 

RIOT-Have you suffered because you're not easily classified as 
hardcore? 

ALL-Yeah. 

PIG-We have. Totally. 

BRI-But it’s kind of good in a way. 

SARAH-There have been comments, like people have been sort of 
unnerved by us,because they can’t box us into anything. 

BRI-But | don’t give a fuck,cos usually bands play to a formula,but 
we don’t do that,we haven’t got a set way of playing. 

MONKEY-I think one of the reasons for that is because not nfany 
people come to our gigs or whatever,and we’re playing a gig and 
playing something thinking “nobody’s gonna like this",and it doesn’t 
matter,because we’re doing it because we enjoy it,whereas if you’re 
in the position where 200 people are turning up at every one of your 
gigs, you're wanting to keep everyone happy. 

BRI-And personally | don’t give a shit what | drum to,cos | really like 
drumming.|’m a shit drummer, (Laughter)but | really like 

drumming. That’s why | like playing in Bugeyed.(Laughter) 

PIG-And the thing is that punk rock is not that much different from 
stadium rock in a way,there’s still the same rules apply.If there’s a 
punk band who’s pretty popular, it's because they kiss ass.And we 
don’t suck up to anyone at all,so that works against us. 
SARAH-And alot of people have really weird perceptions of us as a 
band,we’ve been called all sorts of things from “too right on for our 
own good" to... 

MONKEY-To "England’s answer to Poison idea" .(Laughter) 
BRI-Who said that?? 

MONKEY-Andy Punk Shocker. 

BRI-Oh, right. 

PIG-But he’s insane!!(Laughter) 

RIOT-It’s because you're all so fat,obviously. 

MONKEY-I’m working on it!(Laughter) 

RIOT-So d’you think the HC/punk scene is becoming more 
noticeably kind of cliquey and segregated? 

BRI-No,it always has been. 

PIG-Yeah,it always has been.If you look back at like the Crass 
thing,that was just a fucking clique.Every one of them fucking bands 
that put out a record at the time were towing the Crass anarchy 

line they were just ripping them off,they weren’t doing their own 


thing. 

MONKEY-I think there was alot more variation in the sounds than 
with a lot of the cliques nowadays. 

BRI-! think recently it’s got alot better,there’s alot of new bands that 
are trying to be different. 

PIG-A couple of years ago you just ripped off Discharge, but now 
you rip off Born Against as well (Laughter),so you’ve got that extra 
bit of ripping off going on. 

RIOT-But | thought it was getting worse in a way, like this year 
there’s been hardly any gigs at all really- 

MONKEY-Alot of it’s been co-opted by the major label Nirvana 
thing, like there’s bands who play at the Duchess in Leeds every 
week now that 3 or 4 years ago | went to see, but they’re not 
supporting anything from here. 

RIOT-But there seems to be really definite groups,like the SxE emo 
crowd with the hooded tops and dog chains and the baggy 
trousers,and the crusty crowd,and then you’ve got the real 1977 
spiky haired types- 

SARAH-But it’s different in each city you go to,like in Durham 
there’s lots of straight edgers,and like in places in Scotland there's 
loads of real old punkers.| think when you play in Leeds and 
Bradford all the time you only get a very narrow perception of how it 
is in the rest of the country.| mean Scotland was really good, there 
was alot of people,and it was really different from here and people 
were up and dancing, it’s mad! 

BRI-Yeah,even the gig we did in Kirkcaldy where there was this 
skinhead with a tattoo on his chest seig-heiling up and down the 
dance floor,and girls fighting together and stuff,it was still like one of 
the best gigs I’ve been to.Just because there was such a variety of 
people and they were really excited to see a live band and stuff. 
PIG-| think the way we fit in with that better is our attitude towards 
music.You get alot of crust bands and Bom Against rip off 
bands,and that’s pretty much all they listen to and all they talk 
about. But we're like real music fans,not just punk, but rock,jazz- 
RIOT-But have you had alot of shit for that?Cos you like Antiseen 
and all that. 

PIG-Yeah,yeah,we’ve had all that, like in Europe kids were coming 
up to us...we did this gig in Belgium,we’d been travelling for 2 
days,had’nt slept,me and Sarah had gone out to the car and were 
listening to some ‘mellow rock music’ in the car and just snoozing 
and stuff,and some crusty kids started banging on the door;"What 
are you doing listening to this music??What are you doing wearing 
that hat?",and fucking giving us loads of shit for not doing what they 
think we ought to be doing,which is like fascism!(Laughter) 
SARAH-And the thing is with Antiseen is that they stayed with 
us,and as far as I’m concerned they were really decent people, they 
seemed really nice and that’s all | can go on. 

PIG-And these same people who were giving me grief were later in 
the evening lying in the gutter puking up.It’s not like any of these 
people who make such a big deal of criticising you are actually 
doing anything of any value. 
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SARAH-It's just ignorance they've not researched the subjects at 
all. 
MONKEY-To get back to your original question,when we formed it 
wasn’t like,"Oh,let’s form a band that sounds like such and such",we 
just said "Let’s form a band" and see how it sounded. 
RIOT-Yeah,compared with alot of other English bands around at the 
moment you're noticeably different in that you don’t easily fit in with 
any of the crowds, you fall outside of the usual categories. 
PIG-Yeah, if there is like an attitude within this band it’s ‘Happy To 
Disobey’,this EP that’s supposed to be coming out.Honesty is the 
only thing that counts, you can talk about politics or whatever, but if 
you're dishonest then everything you say counts for nothing. 
RIOT-What are you gonna do if this 7" with Desperate Attempt falls 
through? 

| PIG-Probably just tape it loads and give it away. 
RIOT-Cos | take it that you’re not too chuffed with old Words Of 
Warning with your LP? 
PIG-Not at all. There’s a perfect example of someone who likes to 
talk political stuff and all that and is basically dishonest. 
MONKEY-Now in the pay of Columbia. 
RIOT-Is he?? 

m2 MONKEY-But he’s also sponsoring that 
§ anarchist convention in London.And he 

hasn't got time to do his record label 

properly now because he’s managing a 

band who've signed to Columbia. 

SARAH-He’s someone who likes to 

come acrcss like he’s making an effort 

and that he’s honest. The amount of 

times he makes a phone call and says 

"How you doing, you alright?!’ll send the 

cheque in the post" and it just never 

arrives. 

BRI-It’s like it makes him feel better to 

phone us than not to phone us at all. 

PIG-I’d rather he just phoned up and 

said "Fuck you".(Laughter) 

RIOT-Cos how many copies of the LP 

did he press? 

BRI-We don’t know!Cos there’s been 

other stuff he’s been doing as well,like 

re-pressing Pleasant Valley Children 

stuff without telling anybody.On CD as 

well. 

SARAH-When we were in Europe we 

went into this really big record store 

where they’ve got this CD-Rom thing 

and you can just tap in the name of a 

band and it'll come up with whether 

they’ve got it in stock.And that was how 

we found out that the PVC LP had been pressed as a CD,that was 

the first we knew about it. 

RIOT-What about this Japanese compilation CD with the Bugeyed 

track on it?] haven't seen it but | read your letter in Maximum. 

BRI-Well the inside cover is a collage of loads of stupid porn 

pictures. You don’t put that on the cover without telling the bands- 

RIOT-Because it makes it look like you all approve of it. 

PIG-What got me mad was that the CD is called something like 

‘Fight Back Against The Pigs Until They're All Dead’ or 

something,so like we're all gonna fight the pigs and kill ‘em all and 

all that.Which is a bit of a tough statement,|’m not sure I’m totally 

into that!(Laughter)And then the CD has come out and it’s obvious 

the kid don’t really give a fuck and it’s just ‘punk fashion’ and that’s 

what I’m really against. 

SARAH-It's really singie-issue as well,it’s talking about oppression 

and fighting the system and stuff and then they’ve plastered the CD 

cover with another form of oppression. 

BRI-And it’s really pissed me off that nobody else on the CD seems 

bothered by it. 

RIOT-But you got shit for it saying you were too ‘right-on’- 

SARAH-We didn’t totally slag the thing off,we were quite open 

about it,we just wanted people to know that we knew nothing about 

it before it came out,but we wished that we had,that was all. don’t 


reaily think he was expressing some kind of absurdly sexist 
viewpoint on it,more like he just fucked up,basically! 
BRI-But it’s just common sense that you don’t put porn pictures all 
over a compilation CD cover without telling the bands about it first. 
MONKEY-Uniess you write to the bands saying you're gonna do a 
comp CD about porn!(Laughter) 
PIG-I think that where we stand is that if people want porn then 
they’re welcome to it,but we don’t want it connected with our band- 
BRI-Cos it’s got fuck all to do with it. 
RIOT-So what d’you think about this meeting about the possible 
closure of the 1 in 12 here a few weeks back?Was that just a panic 
or what? 
BRI-it was just to get people thinking and talking about it,cos the 
club is in really bad debt.It’s been in worse trouble before now with 
worse debts and around 5 people doing ail the work,but now there’s 
lots of French and Italian people helping out and there’s alot more 
support than there ever was.It was just to get people talking. 
RIOT-D’you think it’s people here in Bradford not appreciating what 
they’ve got or is it kind of symbolic of kind of a wider decline- 
BRI-People abuse it as well, like the 
phone bill alone was £1000 for 3 
months. 
RIOT-| mean | was seriously considering 
moving away from Shrewsbury up here 
about a year ago, just so | could see 
bands regularly and get involved in this 
place.lf | lived here | think I'd be here 
every week to drink and to see bands 
even if | didn’t like them. 
BRI-It’s different once you get here. You 
get involved with ail the fucking back- 
biting and all that shit. 
PIG-Also the club has got kind of a bad 
reputation,like when anyone tries to 
organize something a bit different.A few 
years ago somebody tried to organize a 
women’s day here,a women-only day 
with all the workshops and that,and 
some of the people here were like going 
to see lawyers!They thought it was 
sexist and exclusionary,and that 
members of the club should be able to 
turn up whenever they wanted to.

MONKEY-That punk’s not a number,he’s a free man!(Laughter) 
BRI-Well apart from being a postie I’ve got all these other bands on 
the go:Doom, Virtual Reality,Sore Throat and Rudimentary Youth,a 
concept band doing Rudimentary Peni and Reagan Youth 
covers!(Laughter) 
RIOT-Which Reagan Youth songs do you do? 
BRI-‘Go Nowhere’ uh... 
RIOT-Ace! 
PIG-And I’ve got about a hundred other bands.(Laughter)The 
Fuck‘Em All Stars!(Laughter) 
SARAH-I work in Bradford on a health project working with 
prostitute women,and running these abortion funds still after many 


years!And Bugeyed’s the only 
band | play in. 
BRI-So do you do deliveries or 
sorting? (Laughier)

This may come as something of a surprise,hell, a 
shock even,to alot of people reading this zine,both to people 
who know me and to those who've just read the garbage 
I've spouted on about in the past : 

! now own aCbD player. 

No,that wasn’t a typographical error,| really do own 
a CD player.| suppose | ought to backtrack a little while that 
sinks in.In the summer of ‘94 | saved up money frorn my 
mail job (more on this and how much | fucking hate it later) , 
and treated myself to a new system of hi-fi seperates , as 
my old stereo was falling to bits , being a cheapo piece of 
shit midi effort.So | got myself a decent amp , speakers , 
tape deck and of course , the essential turntable.It wasn’t 
too long after | got this that the almost unthinkable 
happened ; | started getting into stuff other than HC / punk / 
noise ! And | don’t just mean the odd death metal slabs or 
classic old Joy Division stuff which I’ve had a penchant for 
anyway , but shit like the Beastie Boys ! (Just for the record , 
let it be known that the ‘Ill Communication’ double LP , along 
with the eponymous Dropdead LP , was my favourite album 
of ‘94! ),and Cypress Hill ! And Public Enemy ! And (old) 
Black Sabbath ! And more recently , Gravediggaz! The Wu- 
Tang Clan ! The Jon Spencer Blues Explosion ! And even 
some old jazz gubbins.So this , coupled with the alarming 


reality of there being no shops selling new vinyl records 
within a 10 mile radius of where | live hastened my demise 
into the temptation and eventual inevitability of buying one 
the infernal machines . | have to say that they are bloody 
great when I’m plugging away with zine work ; you can just 
bung one in and not have to get up for what , 60 - 75 
minutes ? | mean everyone (well , everyone who’s got any 
sense at least ) knows that you can’t beat the 7" as the 
world’s greatest musical format , but flipping those over 
évery 5 minutes isn’t too condusive to a good working 
atmosphere , is it ? Plus with something like the Black 
Sabbath ‘Greatest Hits’ album , you can just edit out the 
atrocious tracks like ‘Changes’ and ‘Laguna Sunrise’ rather 
than having to jump up and lift the arm across with an LP . 
Assuming you had the option of buying it on vinyl in the first 
place . And what about all the old rare as piss stuff that’s 
being reissued cheaply on CD that you have to fork out a 
small fortune for ( or have some great records to trade ) 
otherwise ? Like the Rattus ‘Levytykset’ CD which has all 
four of their 7"s on ? Or the complete works of Zounds on 
CD ? (OK , not that I’m a fan of Zounds , but you know what 
I'm saying ) . 

Yes,the boxes are still dumb.And the inserts and / 
or sleeve art i$ often shite. But hey , isn’t the sound quality 
amazing ?

(ii) The demise of Riot Records 

Yeah , there’ll be quite a few of you who knew | 
was trying to get Riot Records properly on the go for quite a 
while , but now it’s basically all fallen through . The first 
release on my label was the cassette version of the 
Excrement Of War ‘ Cathode Ray Coma’ album which only 


came out as a CD on the Swedish label Finn Records , as 
there are no vinyl pressing plants left in Sweden . | helped to 
put out a proper , professionally duplicated Cr 02 cassette 
version , complete with printed plates on the tape and a 
proper offset printed fold out cover as an alternative to the 
CD for people who didn’t have or didn’t like CDs . The initial 
1000 CDs pressed sold pretty quickly , and | didn’t think 
we'd have too many problems shifting 500 tapes - there’s 
alot of moany bastards (like me ) out there who would no 
doubt be pleased to have a decent . cheap alternative to the 
‘dreaded CD format . So | thought they would go like shit off 
a stick , no sweat , and the money left over would’ve been 
split between me and EOW , and this was going to give me 
a bit of financial leg up in financing what was intended to be 
the first of many vinyl releases .Unfortunately we've had real 
trouble shifting the fuckers |! Apparently alot of people 
thought that the cassette was an overpriced demo or 
something , | don’t know . In any event , as | write this 
column (late January ‘95 ) , we still have a fair slew of EOW 
tapes to flog . If any of you punk - ass degenerates want one 
then they are now available at the bargain , knock down , 
postpaid price of £2 - 50 ( UK )/ $5 (World , airmail ) . Bulk 
orders of 10 or more get wholesale rates of £1 - 50 plus 
postage for each tape . Any interested parties !? If so , then 
contact Stick , 5 Saxelby House , Kimpton Close ,Druids 
Heath , Birmingham ,B14 STE , UK. Do not make anyting 
payable to" Stick" , " Mr Stick " or anything dumb (this may 
sound stupid , but you’d be surprised ) , but." A Dickens ". 
Got that ? If you get it wrong we will come round and kick 
shit out of you . Oh - and any distributors reading this 
who've sold tapes for us but haven’t got back in touch with 
either me or Stick , please get in touch and pay up pronto ! 
Anyhow , even after the whole thing with the tapes 

became something of a fiasco , | was still up for putting out 


vinyl releases . | saved money all over the summer like a 
madman trying to scrape enough cash together for both the 
label and this new zine , but a basic lack of funds and some 
extenuating personal circumstances ( which I’m certainly not 
going to broadcast to all and sundry all over the shop in this 
column ! ) kind of knocked things on the head for me . Also it 
was going to mean about ten ton of extra work in addition to 
all the zine crap | have to take care of , which would 
basically meari that | would probably get round to producing 
one zine every two years or something even more 
ridiculous, as if annual publication isn’t poo enough already! 
| also helped to pay for half of the recording costs for the 
State Of Fear studio session , who were going to be the first 
band | was going to put oui on vinyl , a 7 song 7". | have to 
say that State Of Fear really fucking rip . | was stoked to 
have been involved with helping them to get some vinyl out , 
so it was disheartening as hell when things started to turn to 
shit . I'm having to return the DAT to the band , so if any 
labels out there can help in putting out the State Of Fear 7" 
then please get in touch with Jon Krupa ( see the address at 
the end of the Deformed Conscience interview this issue ) - 
I’m sure he’ll be made up to hear from you . Talking of Jon , 
I’ve spoken to him since we did the Deformed interview , 
and he was kind of concerned that he might have been too 
drunk to have made any sense . ha ha! Also he forget to tell 
me an interesting tour story which involved Roach climbing 
up the Brooklyn Bridge or something , and getting arrested 
by cops who thought he was mental ! Oh well . nevermind. 

(ili) Work is poo 

The attitude of what seems to be a pretty fucking 
large chunk of the punk / HC / underground / whatever 
community that working at some shitty job is somehow 
ethically superior to making a living off anything punk related 
has been really getting on my wick lately . | mean ,will you 
get some kind of a fucking grip . please |! Why is it that as 
soon as someone in“ the scene" starts to get some long 
overdue recognition or « gasp ! » even what could pass as a 
taste of success , some bunch of fucking pinheads can 
easily get people branded as" sellouts" ." rip offs” , or 
whatever ? Not only is that annoying as hell , but it soon 
seems to become accepted as fact by everyone at large ! 
So where do you draw the boundaries as to when and 
where individuals have " sold out "? When compromises 
have to be made ? Hey . everyone has to make 
compromises if they have any kind of lofty principles in our 
modern society . Worst of all are the worst type of insular , 
exclusionary , self rianteous knobheads who spout slogans 
through their zines / bands / whatever ,of which there seems 
to be an ever increasing number . Take the SxE vegan 
crowd , just as an example . You could easily substitute any 
other elitist . exclusionary " punk " subculture before anyone 
picks me up on having a go at vegans or something . When 
people can make such completely fucking idiotic statements 
as " Go Vegan Or Die" and mean it , and not get too much 
shit off other people in the scene , it really makes me fucking 
wonder . | don’t have any problems whatsoever with people 
who choose to live a life of abstinence from meat and dairy 
products ( I’m vegetarian myself ) , and / or drugs ; I’m 
hardly a prolific drug user myself . if that’s what you want 
then go for it , great , you know ? But when you start saying 
that dietary / drug issues are ever anything other than a 
completely personal choice then you come off sounding like 
an absolute twonk ! For instance , | detest cigarette 
smoking , and if any of my smoker mates come round my 
house then they have to respect that fact and smoke in the 
fucking garden , | don’t want the smell of that shit lingering in 
the house for days on end, it’s foul! But if | go round a 


mate’s house and he smokes , I’m not going to start 
preaching to him or tell him what the fuck to do , obviously . 
It's basically none of my goddam business . What kind of a 
friend goes round telling other people what they can or 
cannot do ? 

The other widely accepted SxE " truth " that | can’t 
believe isn’t picked up on more often is that if you partake in 
a bit of drug use then that is somehow anti - revolutionary , 
you know , the argument ( in the most loose sense of the 
word " argument” ) that if you drink homebrew or smoke 
draw or do mushrooms or something then you haven't got 
anything valuable to contribute to the scene , or that you 
can’t destroy the capitalist system because you're a drug 
addled moron #Yeah , right . Like everyone in the punk 
scene is any kind of threatening revolutionary or that any 
real revolutionaries from history must all have been drug 
free vegans . It really is stupid beyond belief ! By all means 
be vegan , SxE and anti - statist or whatever the hell you 
want ,but don’t tell me that all these things are inter 
connected and that your way and system of beliefs is the 
right and only way , and it doesn’t matter if you’re anarchist , 
vegan , SxE , communist , hardline , peacepunk , mohican 
sporting glue sniffer , crack head or whatever other fucking 
clique you belong to - at the end of the day nobody gives a 
fuck about your opinions if you’re going to be self righteous 
preaching zealot . It puts you on a par with the Jehovah’s 
and the Buddhists who annoy every one they attempt to 
convert . Go fuck yourselves . 

- Anyhow , after going on at such an incredible 
tangent for so long , I'll actually try and get back on course 
with what | intended to talk about to start with . I’ve fucking 
had it with people complaining and slagging off people who 
manage to make a living out of punk related projects , be it 
their band , label , whatever . Certainly slag off the real 
turncoats and money - grabbing backstabbers , they should 
be exposed for the scum that they are . But it seems to be a 
widely held misconception that if you are truly punk and DIY 
then you should not be making a living from your 
involvement in the scene . Personally | think that is absolute 
bollocks ! If you’ve been doing something for long enough 
and you’ve always stuck to your principles then what’s the 
fucking problem ? Let’s take a punk label like Dischord as 
an example of what | mean . | think it’s fucking great that a 
label like Dischord gets its stuff in the mainstream shops 
and is always piss cheap compared with the majors ( and 
most indie ) stuff. But people have a go because it’s not 
truly punk , according to some unwritten fucking scene law , 
to sell your stuff via mainstream commercial outlets . Now 
don't get me wrong , I’m certainly not espousing that 
everyones aim should be to get their punk wares on the 
racks at national high street chainstores , far from it . What | 
am saying is that | think it’s great that you see Fugazi LPs or 
whatever going for £5 - 85 when records next to them are 
£9 - 99 or something . Also we should never lose sight of the 
fact that we were all clueless non - punks earlier in life , and 
very few people get straight from the stage of being into 
mainstream rock / metal / dance / indie pop to ordering the 
latest DIY HC 7” from their local distro in one small jump . | 
know that I sure as hell didn’t , | got hooked from buying my 
first Dead Kennedys LP from an ordinary record store . I’m 
extremely fucking doubtful that | would have got into and 
involved with punk / HC otherwise , certainly | had no peers 
to" show me the way ", it was down to me and a couple of 
mates from school to get into stuff and work out what was 
what for ourselves . It took quite a bit of effort on my part to 
discover that there was a large undergorund punk 
community , and that bands didn’t have to act like rock stars 


and that there was this amazing international " network of 
friends " scene , but you have to have some kind of starting 
point for people to get into all that from the mainstream . 

Dischord was no doubt originally started to release 
records of friends bands because nobody else would put 
them out , that’s probably how it was , anyhow . Now if the 
records have always been cheap and lan Mackaye has 
never been a corporate arse - kisser , and then Dischord 
stuff starts to sell alot of copies . then surely thats cool ? If 
lan’s doing more or less the same thing he always did , but 
somewhere along the line the records he put out because 
he ( first and foremost ) liked them , then became popular so 
he was in a position to make a living from doing his label 
and band , then surely that’s ideal ? Why is it that it punks 
seem to have some insane work ethic , that somehow they’d 
be happier if he had some stupid McJob and did Dischord 
strictly as a small scale hobby ? I’m sorry , but | just cannot 
understand that mentality . 

| know if | had the choice between doing this zine 
full time , selling it for a reasonable price but to bein a 
position to make a living from it , then that’d be fucking 
incredible | That’s not something | can have a definite aim 
for , I'd have to have a huge increase in the print run , have 
other people help me out and have stacks of other things go 
right for me before that will be anything more than a pipe 
dream . But theoretically that would more or less be my ideal 
way to make a living . At the moment |! don’t have a regular 
job , and I’m not in full time education or anything - I’m one 
of the 4 million plus unemployed , left on the scrapheap ,ha 
ha! Seriously , though , being on the dole is no fucking 
picnic these days . I’ve had a casual mail job for the last 
couple of summers , and I’ve really needed the money too 
( guess where the money came from to buy this computer 
and increase the print of the zine! ) , but | absolutely hate 
that job with a fucking passion . It is mind numbingly dull and 
frequently tiring physically as well . The place really 
depresses the hell out of me when I’m there , and there’s no 
way I'd be able to stomach working in a job like that full time 
until | retire , I’m sure I’d go mad , kill someone or both. If | 
ever get to-the stage where | could make a living from doing 
something | enjoyed , rather than waste my life doing 
something that was boring me to tears , and some self 
righteous , snotty punk motherfucker told me | was a" sell - 
out" then it’s highly likely that would either laugh in his 
stupid goddam face or | would chin the cunt ! 

Similarly , the amount of time and energy wasted 
on slagging off ex - punk bands that sign to major labels is 
kind of baffling , surely there are more important things 
going on . | don’t need people telling me that major labels 
are bad news and that their business involvements are 
insidious . But there are greater evils in this world than large 
record companies , and for all the incessant bleating about 
bands like Green Day " helping to destroy the underground " 
then I’m sorry , but it’s total crap , all of it . If you want to 
keep the DIY HC scene alive and you are serious about it , 
then it will survive . A few bands signing lucrative recording 
contracts isn’t going to affect that . For all the scum sucking 
leeches out there trying to make a quick buck , there will 
always be enough people who are sick of that and will 
maintain their own underground community that will tell 
them to fuck off . If Green Day think they can make a go of it 
on a major ,then good luck to them , | don’t care what they 
do . Personally | think it’s much more impressive and 
positive if a band can make a living on a decent indie , it is 
ethically (and financially ) superior in many cases . But 
being able to survive doing something you love rather than 
being stuck in some nightmarish job forever must be 


me free copies of whatever you want to advertise . Also 
you’d have to be prepared for your stuff to get a right royal 
slagging in these pages so we can all have a hearty laugh at 
your expense ! I’m deadly serious , too .Any takers ? 

Sincerest apologies to all the people who sent in 
good shit for me to review ; there’s quite a few records / 
wen Zines / CDs/ tapes that have been 
sent in and are decent, and | 
haven't reviewed due to a lack of 
time ( well, effort , | suppose ) . | 
feel bad about that .

RIOT-It’s alot of work on your own actually,isn’t it? 

JON-Yeah.! don’t really mind doing the shitwork.Sometimes | run into dry spells and |’m like "what the fuck do | do next?",so | find it better to 
have someone to talk to about it.So I’m basically trying to find someone else. 

RIOT-So how did State Of Fear get started up?Is that just a one-off project or are you gonna carry on and do more stuff? 

JON-We're definitely gonna carry on doing it.We plan on making this our main project,me and Jay. 

RIOT-Oh, great! ; 

JON-But we're gonna find a new drummer,definitely.|t’s my main goal,when | get back to the States,to find a new drummer.|t started just 
because |’d been writing to Jay after Disrupt broke up,and he was really bored,so he wanted to come to Connecticut and stay with me,and there 
were more people in Connecticut into the type of stuff we wanted to do.And we ended up doing the EP, and really liked it so we definitely wanna 
keep it going.So basically me and him knew each other and wanted to do something together,and we have similar musical tastes. 

RIOT-So how did the Deformed Conscience tour go this summer? 

JON-Overall it went real well for a US tour I guess,from what I’ve heard of other US tours.We didn’t have any major problems at all.Financially 
we made out alright,we didn’t lose money at all. 

RIOT-Did you have many shows cancelled? 

JON-Not as many as we thought.Out of maybe 25/30 shows we had booked, around 3 to 5 got cancelled. 

RIOT-Oh. is that all? 

JON-Yeah, that’s all.So it went pretty well. 

RIOT-With most bands it seems to be a fair few that get cancelled in America,it seems to be a bit of a problem. 

JON-I guess we had really good luck, from everyone we've talked to.Even the gigs we did get we mostly got good responses to. There were a 
few like in bars where not too many people showed up, but really overall the problems were small and few. 

RIOT-Cos you had a few gigs cancelled when you went with Dirt,didn’t you? : 

STICK-Just a few.And the ones that weren’t we wished had been cancelled!(Laughter) 


JON-Yeah,| leamt a few good lessons from booking the Dirt tour for 
when it came to the Deformed tour! 

STICK-What was that one in wherever it was-New Jersey or 
somewhere, in that fucking cafe,or some bar?When you got done for 
doing that U-turn. 

JON-Oh yeah,they wouldn’t let alot of people under 21 in. 

STICK-It was just like shit. 

RIOT-So did you play some good gigs on that tour? 

JON-Yeah. But still the whole tour in the US didn’t compare to the 3 
days we did in Canada the month before. That was great!We did 
gigs in Montreal, Quebec City and Sherbrooke.Everybody was really 
into it,and the people who put on the gigs treated us really well 

too. The gigs are alright in the US overall,but the people who set up 
gigs are like "you can play here",and we kinda came into town and 
we play and that’s it,y’know.|’m not saying it in general,but alot of 
people in the US helped us out and gave us food and stuff and 
treated us well,but in Canada they paid us really well and gave us 
food and beer sometimes too, it was pretty cool. 
STICK-Yeah,playing in America is like playing in 

England. Shit.(Laughter)It’s like "What!?You want some money for 
playing!?You want some petrol money!?"(Laughter) 

JON-Yeah,it was maybe like 3 gigs out of the whole US tour that we 
actually got a little more than just gas money,and we got some food 
and drink.

time while | was trying to drivel(Laughier)It was freaking me out,! 
didn’t know what to make of it at all It's alot bigger in Canada than it 
is in the US,sometimes the cultures are quite different. 

STICK-They speak French for starters.(Laughter) 

JON-Canada’s culturally alot closer to Britain than America all 
around. It’s alot easier for Canadians to get into Britain than into the 
US. 

STICK-Don'’t fucking talk to me about trying to get into the 
US!(Laughter) 

RIOT-Who’'s the fan of foreign films in Deformed,then?Cos you've 
got the sample from ‘Man Bites Dog’ at the start of ‘Defense 
Mechanisms’- 

JON-Oh, you recognized that?Uh,none of us really knows too much 
about foreign films,but someone recommended we see it,we knew 
nothing about it.We rented it,and when we got to that part me and 
Roach laughed so hard that we rewound it and watched it about 5 
times.My girlfriend Samantha had 2 VCRs at the time,so we made a 
tape of it and showed it to the rest of the band and we all laughed at 
it so many times that we thought we’d have to use it on a record!

This is actually the second Man Is The Bastard interview that 
has been done for this issue of Riot;the first was obliterated 
by a coffee spillage...Anyhow,Eric Wood was cool enough to 
answer my questions for a second time,you lucky people!ln a 
"scene” dominated by clone bands and bullshit copyists,MITB 
are truly a breath of fresh air,from the distinctly unusual 
benefit of having 2 trained Jazz musicians in the band right 
through to the unique graphic style they’ve pioneered. 


RIOT-How long has Man Is The Bastard been around for in it’s 
present form?What other bands have members had on the go 
before now?What is the prime motivation for staying together as 
MITB and to keep putting records out? 

WOOD-MITB’s form has ALWAYS had difference in it.It’s a bit 
hard to answer. The initial unit formed in June of 1990 (at that 
time we were a 3 piece-J Connell-drum kit/S Connell- 
guitars/Wood-bass, vocals...| guess in dur present form,we’ve 
been here for almost 4 years.Other bands were 
Cyclops,Neanderthal, Pillsoury Hardcore,PHC and Peace 
Corpse-all of which are disbanded now. It’s basically the love of 
brutal music,noise and the desire to be different within those 
loves...It can grind ones sense to a pulp and cause nerve 
damage as well-it is not always fucking roses!! 

RIOT-When did you first get into HC/punk/noise?What bands 
would you cite as influences for MITB’s unique sound?What are 
some of your favourite bands?Who've you been listening to 
lately? 

WOOD-Myself,| got into HC/punk/noise fairly early for me (‘78- 
‘79), it all started with shit like Throbbing Gristle/The Leather 
Nun/Sex Pistols/The Adverts, just fucking hundreds more!| 
despise citing influences but if a gun barrel were against my 
temple some of these would be a ;

RIOT-How has MITB been so prolific in its’ output of 
records?Just how much stuff have you put out to date? 
WOOD-Again,it has been no picnic-it’s been with the help of 
labels like Vermiform/Slap A 
Ham/Farewell/Framework/Ecocentric,etc.We have not had to 
attempt to handle everything ourselves-all the rest of the 
records with no label name printed, myself with the help of 
Nelson/King Tut/and Chump Destroyer put out from my low 
paying job...there’s no money tree, just sweat turning into green 
paper!!So far there’s been 3 x 7"EPs,8 x split 7"EPs,1 x 12"LP,2 
X split 12"LPs,1 x split 8"EP,1 x 3 way split 12"LP,1 x computer 
floppy disk and 1 x double 7"EP on which we are merely 1 of 4 
bands... AAARRRRRGGHHH!!! 

RIOT-Most of your material is recorded by yourselves on 4- 
track, right?Is this just because it’s piss cheap or is it something 
more principled than that,ie determination to cut out the 
recording studios as ‘middle-men’?If so then why don’t more 
bands adopt the same approach? 

WOOD-We have not gone into any "big" studios, that is true, but 
we have worked privately with individuals who have their own 
studios (some mobile and one in particular which is in our 
friends home).We have not recorded anything at a facility where 
recording is a full-time business...Alot also was recorded by 
ourselves too.And "Yes" fucking the "middle men" is an 
important ethic when it is at all possible...| don’t know why more 
bands aren’t active in this manner...Capitalist Casualties ARE 
active in this way... 


RIOT-Have you made a conscious decision as a band to move 
further away from playing ordinary instruments,or is this kind of 
accidental?What does the ‘homemade machinery’ you've been 
using on recent releases actually consist of? 

WOOD-A conscious decision?Yes and no.| mean we sort of sat 
down and initially discussed incorporating Bares “Amps For 
Christ",but discussion did not turn lengthy.It happened very 
quickly after that...The "homemade machinery" is Barnes "Amps 
For Christ" (Barnes is a Christian but follows his own path of 
goodwill and is NOT involved in organized religion or church 
services),| do not wish to divulge exactly what they are-it would 
taint what mystique is left and thriving...PLEASE understand 
that it’s nothing personal Joe. 

RIOT-Are Man Is The Bastard often accused of having lyrics 
and a general outlook on life which is overly apocalyptic and 
misanthropic?Is mankind inevitably doomed because of his own 
stupidity? 

WOOD-| don’t seem to hear tons of accusations hitting our ears 
about this-in fact,! still don’t think that many. people give a shit- 
there still seems to be lots of laziness when it comes to lyrics in 
general-the UK/European crowds are much more into lyrical 
content (it seems) than those in the U.S.Yes,unless all of us 
play an active role in what is happening out there-we must hold 
governments accountable!!Every now and then, killing a 
Republican maggot would help!Let education begin!! 
RIOT-What do you all get up to outside of the band?Do any of 
you work/got to college?Is there anything much to do in 
Souther California?Have you toured the U$A much?Got any 
interesting or amusing tour stories? 

WOOD-| don’t do that much else-! work (full time) and do 
MITB’s “Bastard Noise",do all the band/noise 
correspondence,etc.One member deals dope (full time) and is 
in a progressive rock band and a jazzfounge band.One 
member works full time and is in a jazzAounge band with the 
member mentioned above.One member works as an art 
director at a controverisal publication in Beverly Hills,California 
and enjoys letterpress printing and noise exploration and is a 
fan of horrifying artwork.And one member works with me at the 
same bakery and builds sitars in his off time... Though Southern 
California has sort of a fucked reputation,there are multitudes of 
unique and amazing things to do and discover...No,MITB has 
not toured the U.S. so no amazing tour stories are 
possible...Basically | have chosen to attempt to finance the 
band (music side),it’s one hell of a motherfucker to do and to 
buy a van and have it ready for road travel just hasn’t been on 
the cards lately (unfortunately).I’m very fond of recording both 
musically and especially with MITB-"Bastard Noise" and | guess 
our discography is the result of that fondness... 

RIOT-What are the future plans of MITB?Any new releases 
coming out/planned? 

WOOD-Any kind of heaven or hell |’m sure is possible...| must 
be vague/mysterious so that | don’t dig my own grave (I have 
before!!).

RIOT-I know you did a tour in the summer of ‘94,taking in 
quite a few countries.Where did you play?How did the tour 
go on the whole?Have you got any interesting or entertaining 
tour stories?Did you play with any good bands? 
HANNES- Yes, that’s right we spent about 2 to 3 weeks of our 
summer holidays touring with Shortsight from Belgium.We 
played everywhere in Germany and a few shows in the 
Netherlands and Belgium.in my opinion this tour was an 
important experience in many ways for everyone who took 
part in it.| mean it was nice but very stressful too (with shows 
and personal differences),so | can’t say it was totally nice

RIOT-What did you make of the review of the 1st Acme 7" in 
Kent McClard’s zine HeartattaCk?What’s it like to have your 
previous band described as "...horrible,fake and totally 
stupid” and for your current band ;"...if the change is simply a 
new way to be cool and get attention then rot in hell 
motherfuckers",in a zine with a print run of 10,000? 
HANNES-It’s funny,everyone knows that review and asked 
us about that.ls Mr Kent McClard such an amazing individual 
that everyone thinks his reviews are more important than 
other ones in less famous zines-we think he’s not,so why 
waste time getting angry about him and his opinions about 
the world, or unimportant little bands.We should show a little 
bit more maturity-but if he needs to tell 10,000 or more 
people about the past of 4 human beings who nobody knows 
personally then let him do so, it’s his zine and his thoughts 
and nobody gets forced to read it.We don’t care about boring 
shit like that,we make the stuff we want to do otherwise we 
should perhaps call ourselves the "Kent McClard Fanclub 
Band"?! think it’s more important that you like the stuff you 
make for yourself and if anyone else likes it too,then that’s 
nice, if not-who cares? 

RIOT-Why are great (or even average!) German bands so 
few and far between? It seems to me that any shitty fucking 
washed-up American band can easily get a tour in Germany 
and make a small fortune,not to mention all the crap about 
hotels, deli trays,changing rooms and all that general rock 
star bullshit.Why does an apparently large chunk of the 
German punk/HC community or whatever seem to be so 
eager to lap up all this turdy state of affairs? 
HANNES-Hn1,.this is a little bit difficult to answer.First you 
have to take a look at the. touring relations in the different 
countries,| think it depends on the country how a band is 
treated.For example,|’ve heard alot of stories about how 
fucked it is to go on tour in the States-it’s not like you’re a 
couple of people making music, it’s like you're just a new 
product to consume-!’ve just heard it,but if it is so,| can 
understand a little bit the rockstar attitude of some 
bands.Especially in Germany bands are treated very well 
and much respect,you get food,nice sleeping places and 
drinks for free.So,perhaps some bands can’t handle this 
respect and feel like that they’re so great and famous that 
they can do anything they want to.Now a young kid sees 
those bands,gets impressed and perhaps thinks it has to be | 
like that,! don’t know. Unfortunately it’s common to adopt 
American ideas and styles, you know this stuff like "Oh,they 


were acting and were dressed so cool,fuck their opinions-let's be 
like them!".To be honest the USA produces a lot of very, very good 
bands-perhaps it’s because of their pretty fucked up system, that 
they found a way or even have the need to express themselves 
more extreme than other bands do. But also German bands were 
copying German bands, that’s the way it goes-everyone is always 
looking for some cool idols. 

RIOT-Your lyrics are really impressive in conveying a genuine 
sense of anger,outrage and frustration,especially as you deal with 
such potentially overdone concerns in HC such as 

vegetarianism ,addiction and 

so on.What relly puzzles me 

is why you sing in 

English?Surely it would be 

easier to sing/write songs in 

German /7if it’s for the sake of 

communicating to a 

potentially larger audience 

then why not just include an 

English translation with the 

records? 

HANNES-No, you’re 

wrong,sorry.For me it’s very 

hard to sing in German and 

the fact that I/we use English 

songtexts is just that it’s 

easier and sounds better to 

us than German lyrics. The 

texts or columns belonging to 

the lyrics on the 7" were first 

written in German,but why put 

a German and an English 

translation in with the 7" if 

nearly everyone understands 

English and just a minority

Sénke is now studying for 3 weeks and he hates it and Sven is 
doing his civil service with washing clothes from very old people.We 
all live a "normal" life with friends, girlfriends,get drunk at the 
weekends and family,so you'll see we’re no punks, just teenage 
posers-but we love it!Oh,what should | tell you about Bremen7it’s a 
little average town with a little but nice punkrock movement,a few 
shows every month and normal weather.Everyone in the "scene" 
tolerates each other-SxE,vegan,drunkpunk or pseudo-intellectual 
stoned student-it’s all OK and we can have fun together.

PJ AR-3-Way Cum was formed in January ‘92 by members from two 
different bands (Sauna and $.A.B).They wanted to play more like 
Discharge.So one day 3 members of $.A.B asked Jimmie from Sauna if 
he’d like to play bass with ‘em,then 2 months later I joined the band as a 
2nd singer.What motivates us to play?Hm?I really don’t know. but J think 
it’s the music;the fellowship between us and other bands.to express 
ourselves ina different way.Not just to be and act like a punk. To vet 
people to understand the meaning of punk I can’t think of anything else but 
I’m sure there are more things. 

RIOT-When did you first get into HC/punk/noise? What bands have 
influenced you and who are you into at the moment? 

PJAR-I got into punk/HC in ‘86.It was the music that sot me into Hat 
first, but later on I started to understand more that punk is not only music 
and torn clothes.Jimmie was into this very early, maybe *82/83.The three 
others joined the scene about *88/°89 or something. The main influences 
are,as usual Discharge, Amebix,Anti Cimex,Shitlickers, Mob 47.the old
